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LATEST EGYPTIAN NEWS 



Kassassin, Sept. 7.— Tlic Egyptian 
loss in the outpost aflair yesterday was 
heavy considering the brief duration of 
the skirmish. This was by far the 
most determined demonstration made 
by the enemy since the battle of Kas 
sassin, and indicates the near approach 
of a decisive conflict. 

Ismailia, Sept. 7. — Troops at Tel 
el Mahuta are going to Kassassin Sat 
urday, when those at Netich will push 
forward to Tel el Mahuta and goon to 
the front Sunday. All regiments will 
carry two days' rations. Gen. W'olse- 
ley will proceed to the front Saturday. 

Alexandria, Sept. 7. — A corres- 
pondent of the iVews has obtained from 
the most reliable source the exact 
strength of Arabi Pasha's army. The 
grand total is as follows: Infantry, 
44,600; cavalry, 18,000; guns, N;s ; 
rocket tubes, 18; Bedouins, 3000. 

Pout Said, Sept.G. — An English train 
of 300 mules was attacked near llam- 
leh to-day by Bedouins. The escort of 
the train repulsed the Bedouins. 

Arabs throw carcasses of horses and 
other foul matter into Ismailia canal 
and it is feared the water u ill become 
unfit for drinking. 

Kassassin, Sept. 7. — Maj. Gen Wil- 
kinson and Col. Butler, with a bo.lv of 
Indian cavalry and mounted infantry, 
advanced to within a mile of Tel-el - 
Kebir at three thin morning, and took 
sketches and made particular observa- 
tions of the enemy's position. The re- 
bel troops were apparently asleep, and 
none were seen by the British until 
the latter were retiring 

Alexandria, Sept. 7. — British have 
burned a house on the left bank of 
Mahtnoudieh canal, signals having been 
made from here to the enemy with 
lights. All lights are now prohibited 
after 9 o'clock at night in houses be- 
yond the outposts. 

Port Said, Sept. 7. — The water 
company suddenly ceased pumping to 
day without having given any warn 
ing, thus causing a scare. They had 
promised to give three' days' notice in 
ease it should become necessary to 
withhold the water supply. 

Alexandria, Sept. Ci, — A council of 
ministers is now engaged with the 
c|uestion of indemnity to inhabitants 
for losses sustained by incendiarism 
or pillage. It is almost certain the 
ministry will propose to the powers to 
appoint an international commission to 
settle claims. The decision of the 
commission will be final. 

Ismailia, Sept. (!• — Several corres- 
pondents have protested against the 
additional censorship of telegrams at 
PortSaitl after they have passed head 
quarters. Gen. Wolseley has promised 
a removal of the grievance. 

Alexandria, Sept. i>. — Fire in the 
Rue Cherif this morning was caused 
two servants under notice of dismissal, 

Three hundred persons of different 
nationalities without visible means of 
of livelihood have been sent away 
from the city by steamer. .Many pas 
sengers who arrived in the Messageries 
maritime steamer to-day were not a! 
lowed to land. 

Alexandria, Sept. 7. — The murder- 
er of the Englishman was hanged this 
morning by native police. He was 
conducted from Seaptich through the 
town, escorted by a detachment of 
British troops, wdio formed a square 
around the gallows. The condemned 
man walked in a defiant manner. 
Several hundred Europeans witnessed 
the execution, and but few natives 
were present. When the troops were 
withdrawn, however, Arabs came out 
in large numbers. 

Constantinople, Sept. 7. — An im- 
perial civil commission will leave here 
on a special steamer Thursday for A I 
exandria. Dervisch Pasha and Baker 
Pasha with their stall's will star! 
Thursday for the rendezvous in Crete. 
Turkish troops are assembling here as 
fast as possible. 

Constant! nople, Sept. 7. — Orders 
have been sent to Suda Bay to forward 
the first detachment of Turkish troops 
to Egypt. 

Paris, Sept. 7. — A rumor thai 
England, with the assent of llussia, 
has signed a secret treaty with Turkey 
relative to ultimate organization svilh 
Egypt gains ground. 

Constantinople, Sept. 7. — If is 
stated Lord Dufferin is dissatisfied w ith 
the sultan's proclamation, inasmuch as 
while it states Arabi Pasea deserves to 
bo declared a rebel, it does not express 
ly proclaim him such. 

The Times say: Government in 
concluding a military convention with 
Turkey is persuaded the sultan has 
seen tlio folly of trying to thwart the 
policy of England. Two European 
powers at least have intimated at Con 
stantinople that England would In- jus- 



tified in breaking off negotiations 
which have so wantonly been prolong- 
ed. 

Ismailia, Sept. 5. — General Wolse- 
ley is making a strong (dibi t to organ- 
ize a complete system of supply for the 
field force, but the task is much more 
serious than the foreign element in 
Egypt is willing to admit. Meanwhile 
the enemy is content to bo purely on 
the defensive. 

It is rumored Arabi Pasha has 
brought heavy guns from Cairo to Tel 
el Kebin to silence the British 40 
pounders on the armed train. 

Matters are proceeding smoothly at 
Kassassin. Food is abundant at pres 
ent, but the daily consumption is so 
great, it will not lie easy to provide 
supplies for future use. 

Ismailia, Sept ii. — No advance can 

be expected before the 9th ilist. The 
Duke of Connaught's brigade of foot 
guards will arrive Wednesday. Tran- 
sport arrangements are rapid I v com- 
pleted, and a parly of natives engaged 
to bury the dead. 

Constantinople, Sept. ~>. — 7:">0 p. 
in.- -The inde authorizing the signing 
of the military convention has been is- 
sued. 

Baker Pasha, by permission of the 
sultan, has appointed Colonels Baker 
and Tynge Ins aides-de-camp. 

Port Said, Sept. 0. — The fresh wa- 
ter canal ai Ismaliu is falling rapidly, 
and the water company has reduced the 
supply at Ismailia and Port Said. 

Arabi Pasha has established lines of 
defense from El KarilH to Sulilliyeh. 

Alexandria, Sept. S It is reported 
that Arabi I'asha is ill with dysentery. 

The mounted infantry made a spirited 
rocon nuisance oil' Maudrna yesterday, and 
came in contact with the enemy, and six 
id the latter were killed. 

Kassassin, Sept. ti. S p.m.- The 
British outposts were strongly rein- 
forced to-day ami drove the enemy 
back. Lieutenant 1 lolland of t be 1 "itii 
Hussars was wounded. 

Alexandria, Sept, ... - operations 
have been commenced towaids open- 
ing an old channel beyond Meks with 
a view to letting water into Lake 
Mareotis. It will take nearly two 
mouths to reach a depth of eight feet. 

London, Sept. 0. - Orders are re- 
ceived at Woolwich to dispatch 4000 
tioops to Egypt, :100U to Alexandria 
and 1000 to Ismailia. 

Constantinople, Sept. (i. — The sul- 
tan's proclamation to the Egyptians is 
issued. It declares that Arabi Pasha 
is a rebel for disobeying orders of the 
khedivc and Berviseli Pasha, and 
thereby provoking the inter/ention of 
England. It states the decorations 
conferred upon Arabi Pasha were be- 
stowed at tin' instance of Dervisch Pa- 
asha in consequence of A raid Pasha's 
protestations of fidelity. In conclu- 
sion the proclamation exhorts all Egyp- 
t inns to obev the khedivc.

The average Canadian needs only an 
elementary education. He can spare only 
time to acquire, that. When he has se- 
cured so much it is necessary that he 
should begin to earn his own bread. The 
farmer's sun begins regular work when he 
is perhaps twelve years of age. After 
that he goes to school intermittently dur- 
ing the winter months, but in the long 
summer months of work, when his head 
is tilled with other things, he forgets the 
little he learns during the short winter 
term. The object of the school authori- 
ties, then, is to drill into him as thor- 
oughly as possible the "three It's." If 
he Icarus to read, write anil cipher he 
has the essentials of a farmer's education, 
hut experience shows that he can acquire 
in addition to these a general knowledge 
of geography and English grammar. If 
he can go so far with his studies and still 
has time for further education, well; but 
when attempts are made to go on to high- 
er studies before he has mastered the ele- 
mentary studies his education is not 
advanced, but retarded. He is acquiring 
what he will speedily forget anil what 
will do him no good if he could remember 
it, and he is refused the opportunity to 
thoroughly ground himself in those stud- 
ies a knowledge of which will be useful 
to him all his life. Thousands of child- 
ren in Ontario are badgering their brains 
with ''oligies" to-day who will fail in one 
word out of each ten thoy attempt to 
spell and who cannot write a presentable 
letter to save them.

Dublin, Sept. 7. Thu lord mayor nave 
an entertainment last evening in honor of 
.Mayor Harrison, of Chicago. The allair 
assumed a strong political character. A 
mast, to the Queen was cordially received 
liy all tho company except a few who re- 
fused to drink it. The lord mayor, in 
proposing the health of Mayor Harrison, 
said tho entertainment was intended as a 
significant compliment to the mayor of 
Chicago. The health of Mayor Harrison 
was then enthusiastically drank. In re 
spouse, to the toast the mayor said the 
Jrish in Chicago had learned to love not

To tin: Km ion — The manner in which 
the business of the law courts of the pro- 
vince is conducted reflects credit neither 
on the judiciary, 'he executive, llor the 
legal profession. 

The county court system js a fraud on 
the community. These tribunals outside 
of Victoria are convened at infrequent 
periods and consequent upon the policy 
which compels supreme court judges to 
do county court work, necessarily entail- 
ing at times, ih,. neglect of (hu "lie duty 
or the other, we find that after the 
suitor has procured Ins witnesses arid 
prepared for trial, it is the order of the 
day for a dispatch t,, arrive postponing 
the court. The instance of this at Na- 
liaimo, published in the /'''■'•■ /V*»i is but 
one of a series. 

At the county court held at Victoria on 
Thursday last the concern was made a 
laughing stock of by the postponement of 
l(i cases out of a list of 20, principally to 
suit the movements of the lawyers en- 
gaged. 

Suitors in all the courts complain lat- 
terly that finality of legal proceedings is 
a tiling comparatively unknown- Suits 
drag their weary length for months and 
years, entailing loss of lime and pecuni- 
ary disadvantage to all concerned. 

Practical experience of a lawsuit en- 
ables mo to mention some "f the 
principal causes of the present unsatis- 
factory state of affairs, and I can heartily 
sympathize with any one >vhu has the 
misfortune to be in law. In the first 
place, there are too many of what are 
termed "interlucutory orders;" that means 
orders w hich have nothing to do with the 
merits of tho ease, but merely settle some 
point of practice as to how- the case is to be 
brought into court.'' -'Reserve further 
considerations," "liberty to apply,'' "re- 
fer to the. registrar to enquire,' etc., etc., 
are terms "t almost universal use; the 
consequences entailed caim,,t be ex- 
plained, and the end in sonic, 1 think 
many, if not a majority, of cases has been 
to entangle tin in in such a dillicult k,,,,t 
that mi one lumws how t,, loosen it- There 
seems to be no such thing as coining 
direct to the point. If a case is tried 
before a jury n seouia tm-y a ro Hot to 
find for the plaintiff or the defendant, 
but are merely to answer a lot of ques- 
tions, relevant or irrelevant, put to them 
by the judge, and 'hen, on "motions for 
judgment, "further consideration," "ill 
arrest of judgment," "summonses U nd 
orders," and other paraphernalia, the 
lawyers mid judges try to lind out that 
which they ought to have lei the jury lind 
out -i.e., whether plaintiff or defendant 
is the man. . j 

The most notable instance of the dis- 
astrous etlects produced by this course is 
to be found ill the case of the Thrasher, 
which case is now approaching the third 
year of its age, and I am told that all 
this course ol proceeding arises from the 
"Judicature Act." Jf such be the case i 
that measure lias accomplished the very 
reverse of what was intended, and the | 
sooner it is repealed the better. Another 
cause of protraction is the Very "frater- 
nal" feeling which exists amongst the 
members of the legal profession. Rules 
of practice authorize the signing of judg- 
ments and provide other penalties upon 
failure to comply with their terms. Vet 
amongst this happy family obedience to 
the rules is never thought of; thus a 
pleading is put m w hich, according to | 
rule, must be answered within four or 
eight days, as the case may he. However, I 
no notice is taken by the other side until 
a month or so afterwards, when probably ' 
the client lias been enquiring the cause of ; 
the delay, and then a polite note of this 
kind passes between the solicitors: "Dear | 
Sir, — Smith vs. Jones -Please let me j 
have the defence ill this case as B00I1 as 
possible. You are already six weeks in j 
linear." "Oh, yes," says Mr. Defaulting I 
Solicitor to the writer of Llio letter; i 
"Smith vs. Jones — I'll attend to that at i 
once." But he does not attend to it, and 
after about another month, in coiiae- i 
quence of the importunities of the client, I 
who "wants to know, you know, ' a note 1 
something like this transpires: 

" Dear Sir, — Smith vs. Jones, — My 
client insists on this case being pressed, | 
and 1 really cannot give any more time. 1 
1 am reluctantly compelled to give you 
notice that unless your defence is put in 
this week I must sign judgement." 

A summons then ensues before a judge 
for time. Little or no opposition i s 
offered. The client supposes the judge 
and legal rules are responsible for what 
has happened, and goes away cursing tho j 
law's delays; whereas the man h c should , 
curse is his own solicitor. 

Take another phase. A pleading is put 
in ; tho plaintiff takes out a summons re- 
turnable, say, Monday at noon, to reform 
same. Defendant's attorney wants to go 
duck shooting, or to Yale to the county 
court; so lie sends a telephonic message 
to his opponent, and the result is the 
summons in postponed sine ''if. When 



1 the defendant's solicitor is ready to attend 
the summons plaintiff's is not, and vice 
i versa; so tho matter \ goes on for months, 
j until tho chances aro tho solicitors them' 
| selves lose sight of the case, and the cli- 

■ onts, disgusted, give it up or patch it up 
i between themselves. 

The judges are entirely ton lenient with 
the profession. If counsel or solicitor in 
any cause is absent, the mere mention of 
that fact is deemed sufficient reason for 
postponement. 

Air. Editor, the above is the result of 
actual experience. Innumerable exam- 

! pies could be given to show that adjourn- 
ment and delay aro now the chronic 
course of logal proceedings. The lawyers 
themselves are the persons to remedy the 
present undesirable state of things, and 

1 it would be anvisablo for them to 
return to tho days of sharp prac- 

' tice, when every advantage was taken 
upon the default of an opponent, and 
when a defaulting solicitor applying to be 
relieved against a ship, was made to pay 
tho costs of it, instead of their be- 
ing made "costs in tho cvuise," as is now 

■ the case. I cannot understand why the 
lawyers allow things to go on this way. 

j There appears to be plenty of legal busi- 

; ness tloing; but these gentlemen will can 
didly admit that nearly all the cases they 
have on hand aro blocked in one way or 
another. They get no costs at all for 
these voluntary delays, and hence they 
are cutting their own throats by allowing 
them. It is clear that if the lawyers were 

I to get tho business they have on ban 1 dis- 

| posed of it would be money ill their 
pockets, and other business would na- 
turally take its place. 

No ono has any complaint to make as 
to either the competency or the respecta- 
bility of the judiciary or the profession 
as a body. Admittedly the bench and 
bar of the province compare favorably 
with those of other parts of the world", 
and were it not for the spirit of somnam- 
bulism which they have allowed to creep 

j over them, would be a shining ornament 

j to the province. 

As it is, if legal concerns are allowed 
to go on as they are, both bench ami bar

Sequkl to an Elopement.— A dispatch 
from San Francisco, published Mpiiday 
morning gave an account of an enraged 
husband overtaking his wife and her 
lover ready to sail for Portland, and cre- 
ating a sceno on board the Columbia. 
The dispatch further stated that all tho 
parties sailed on the steamer and fun 
might be expected when they arrived. 
The sequel to this somewhat startling oc- 
currence was more i idicrous than other- 
wise. Both me were armed, as was 
also the woman, and to prevent any 
trouble, the captain made all three give 
up their weapons. When outside the 
bar the woman was missing, and upon in- 
quiry, it was found she had stepped 
ashore at the last moment leaving both 
men. After this tho men did not quar- 
rel, and were seen talking together fre- 
quently on tho passage. When the 
steamer arrived at the dock in this city, 
the captain returned tho weapons to the 
men, who then went ashore and both put 
up at the Burton House where they now 
are. The husband's name is 10. C 
Dickerson, a saloon keeper in a small 
town in Arizona, and the man who ran 
away with his wife is A. .1. Harrison, a 
stage driver. Mrs. Dickerson lias two 
children by a former husband, at school 
in Vancouver, and was at one time a res- 
ilient of Oregon. The two men, al- 
though hostile at first, have apparently 
both come to the conclusion that the wo- 
man is not worth spilling blood over. 

At a point in the Willamette river, 
about nine miles below Salem, is a ripple 
showing shallow water from bank to bank, 
and at this stage can be easily forded by 
a man on horseback. Last Saturday af- 
ternoon, about \! o'clock, without any un- 
usual disturbance, the river stopped run- 
ning just above the ripples, the water 
disappearing into the earth leaving the 
entire bed of the river from shore to 
shore bare for a distance of about 500 
feet.

The majority of 
our penitentiaries are made far too agree- 
able for the prisoners, and in some dis- 
tricts are rightly regarded as " winter 
resorts " by vagrants ami dead beats, but, 
introduce the manufacture of electricity 
by the tread-mill, and " distance will 
soon lend enchantment to the view.'

This gentleman 
was strangled, his twi, employers acting 
as assistants, mid the murder occurred 
ten days after the first murder. In six 
weeks the third victim, wl'° u as stopping 
at the hotel i M which MeGiiinis was a 
waiter, was dispatched by poison mixed 
by the two strangers and administered by 
Mediums. Both the victims and his em- 
ployers were strangers to him. 1 leafier- 
wards worked in the Country, and was at 
last ottered money by it friend to come to 
Canada.
